2K Sports has us thinking about it because the company is in the midst of its Perfect 
Game Challenge, in which gamers have logged more than 500,000 attempts at flawless 
pitching performances to win a piece of a $i million pie. 

Because the best grades are awarded for perfect games achieved using the worst pos-

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On the old Hollywood 
style in ‘Vera Stark’ 

I love everything about the fashion and the 
glamour of that period. I am such a period 
person at heart; half the clothes In my closet 
are vintage. I do tons of consignment, thrifting, 
vintage shopping. So if Hollywood In the 1930s 
could be Hollywood today-honey, I would be 
fabulous every day. 

Why ‘Vera Stark’ 
is still relevant 

It’s interesting; the plight of the black actress 
continues today. We may not necessarily be 
playing maids and cooks in everything, but our 
roles are limited and there about 800 of us go- 
ing out for each of those roles. 


What she learned while 
researching her character 

This character is based off of Theresa Harris, 
a black actress from the period. Even though 
she played maids and cooks and confidantes 
of these white actresses In these movies, she 
knew how to get into a scene and take that 
scene and not necessarily steal the focus-but 
kind of steal the focus. She knew how to find 
her light and make that scene be about her ver- 
sus just “Yes'm,” and “No’m,” and coming and 
going and bringing on some food and leaving. 

Her biggest ‘Boss’ 
missed opportunity 

I didn’t have any scenes with Kelsey 
[Grammer]. I’m sure he saw my half-naked 


body several times in all of his scenes [laughs], 
but I didn’t get to work with him.

Aereo announced Tuesday that it will expand 
May 15 to Boston, its first coverage area out- 
side of New York City and a move that has 
caused more tension with the networks. 

The company, a streaming service that cap- 
tures live TV signals, plans to move to 22 other 
markets this year, including Chicago, Hous- 
ton and Philadelphia. It relays ABC, NBC, 
CBS, Fox, the CW, Univision and PBS, among 
other networks available by antenna, but does 
not relay cable channels. 

The expansion to Boston, where the com- 
pany believes it can reach up to 4.5 million 
consumers, comes as it is locked in litigation 
with networks that say its use of their signals 
is steahng. Aereo, a private company, has not 
disclosed how many subscribers it has. 

A top CBS spokesman responded to news 
of Aereo’s expansion to Boston by tweeting 
Tuesday, ‘And we will be there to sue them.” 

“Stealing our signal will be found to be il- 


legal in Boston, just as it will be everywhere 
else,” Tweeted CBS executive vice president 
of communications Dana McCHntock, a na- 
tive of the Boston area. “Then again, if Aereo’s 
business is as successful in Boston as it’s been 
in NY, it has its own problems to deal with.” 

Aereo uses small antennae to transmit 
broadcast signals over the Internet to laptops, 
phones and tablets. 

Beginning May 15, consumers who have 
preregistered with Aereo at its website will re- 
ceive a special invitation to join. After May 30, 
membership will be available to others in the 
Boston market. The web site currently says 
Aereo is “coming soon to Chicago.” 

Aereo poses a threat to networks in part 
because unlike a TV outfitted with nothing 
but an antenna, it lets customers fast-forward 
through ads. That undercuts the traditional 
ad-sponsored TV model, which already is 
besieged by DVR viewing and Dish’s ad-skip- 
ping AutoHop service.

“The Voice” works. From its personality-driven 
coaches to its spinning chairs and battle rounds, the 
NBC talent show is clicking with viewers. But the 
show risked it all this season when it played around 
with its coaches’ panel. 

“I don’t think we were nervous,” coach Adam 
Levine said of the transition after Christina Agu- 
ilera and Cee Lo Geen decided to take a break from 
the show and were replaced by Shakira and Usher. 

“We were kind of curious as to how the chemistry 
would be,” he continued. “But, I think that we’re be- 
yond happy It’s obvious when you watch the show 
that the chemistry is there.” 

Levine probably shouldn’t have spoken for every- 
one on the panel at NBCU’s Summer Press Day in 
Pasadena on Monday “I was a little nervous,” coun- 
try singer Blake Shelton said. 

“I didn’t know either of these two before, and the 
thing is, you can’t fake chemistry” he added. “Who- 
ever picked these two knew they weren’t working 
with egos, and that’s what makes it work.” 


For their part, Shakira and Usher pay respect to 
the show’s success before they arrived. “They didn’t 
need us for the show to work,” R&B star Usher said. 
“I was very proud of what I saw before.” 

“There’s something distinctive about this show,” 
Shakira explained. “How real it is.” 

The fans have voted in favor of the show (and its 
recent changes) every week, which routinely regis- 
ters more than 13 million viewers an episode — a fig- 
ure that’s been rising as of late. ‘American Idol,” on 
the other hand, has been on a downward trend for 
several seasons now. 

This past week, “Idol” attracted just under 12 mil- 
lion viewers and was beat by repeats of CBS’s “Big 
Bang Theory” in the coveted 18-49 demographic. But 
it isn’t “The Voice’s” style to kick a competitor while 
it’s down— they won’t talk about “Idol” at all. 

“We don’t even consider them in meetings,” ex- 
ecutive producer Mark Burnett told reporters when 
asked about the state of “Idol.” 

‘And most certainly we don’t talk about them in 
the press,” Levine added.

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NBCs ‘Chicago Fire’ 
has kindied a foiiowing

NBC’s “Chicago Fire” didn’t exactly generate 
a lot of heat when it launched last fall. 

The drama about the truck and rescue 
squads of a fictional Chicago firehouse lacked 
the moody darkness, charismatic antiheroes 
and explosive violence of critical darlings such 
as “Breaking Bad,” “Homeland,” “Boardwalk 
Empire,” “Dexter” and “Sons of Anarchy”The 
show’s retro vibe and focus on heroism were 
decidedly more “old school” than “new cool.” 

There was more buzz for the show’s 9 p.m. 
Wednesday rival “Nashville” on ABC. But as 
the season winds down, “Chicago Fire” quiet- 
ly has emerged as one of the few bright lights 
in NBC’s troubled prime-time lineup. 

While “Nashville” has lost steam, “Chicago 
Fire” is averaging more than 8 miUion view- 
ers a week, up from its premiere audience of 
6.6 million, and its pairing with veteran “Law 
& Order: Special Victims Unit” has formed a 
sohd two-hour block for the network. 

NBC has not said whether any of its fresh- 
men series will be back in the fall, but execu- 
tive producer Dick Wolf has said, “We’re very 
optimistic.” 

The momentum of “Chicago Fire” is par- 
ticularly gratifying for Wolf: It marks a suc- 
cess uncormected to the “Law & Order” 
brand he created more than 20 years ago. And 
unlike “Law & Order,” “Chicago Fire” focuses 
on the characters’ personal lives. 

“We have a very delicate balance between 
action and soap opera,” Wolf said. “The show 


is the purest example of retro TV, or comfort 
food.” 

The formula of “Chicago Fire” has been 
consistent: high-octane action sequences 
where lives are at stake mixed with volatile 
human drama. Lt. Matthew Casey (Jesse 
Spencer) has complex family issues and linger- 
ing feelings for his former fiance. 

Lt. Kelly Severide (Taylor Kinney) is recov- 
ering from a painkiller addition. Paramedic 
Gabriela Dawson (Monica Raymund) is pin- 
ing after Casey even though she’s romanti- 
cally linked to trainee Peter Mills (Charlie 
Barnett). Paramedic Leslie Shay (Lauren Ger- 
man) is a lesbian who can’t seem to cut ties 
with a former girlfriend. 

Executive producer Matt Olmstead, the 
showrunner for “Chicago Fire,” said of the 
characters: “These folks are together 24 hours 
on, 48 hours off They’re a dysfunctional fam- 
ily who are forced to get through it. Then 
there are these calls, which bring this spike of 
adrenahne, and everyone has to pull together.” 

Olmstead and the writing staff strive to give 
relatively equal weight to the characters in the 
large ensemble, which also includes Eamorm 
Walker, David Eigenberg and a handful of lo- 
cal actors. But the most prominent star, and 
the key ingredient behind the appeal of “Chi- 
cago Fire,” Wolf said, is Chicago. 

“This is America,” he said. “If you set this 
show in Los Angeles, people would say, ‘Oh, 
come on.’ But this is about the heart of the 
country It’s real.”
